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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The recitation in claim 50 of "wherein said imide reversibly stores hydrogen and upon exposure to hydrogen 
forms at least one of said amide and said hydride" would require further consideration and possibly search of the prior art, since it is not 
apparent that the lithium imide disclosed in Paragragh [0049] of Chen et al "126 would not form an amide upon exposure to hydrogen and 
reversibly store hydrogen, since it would be expected that the reaction between an imide and hydrogen would result in an amide.. 
Moreover, the recitation of "at least one of... and" would raise the issue of improper Markush terminology. 



Continuation of 1 3. Other: In claim 25, line 1 , "method" should be changed to - - composition - - to be consistent with parent claim 22.
